Reporting  for  Action: 
Football,  Spirit  Team, 
Debate 

With  the  start  of  the  Fall  2000  semester  came  a new  beginning  for 
Avila  College  — the  addition  of  three  new  co'curricular  programs . 
Just  how  have  these  programs  kicked-off  the  new  semester ? 


Football 

The  kind  of  excitement  seen  at  Avila’s 
first  intercollegiate  football  game  hasn’t 
been  matched  on  campus  in  many  years. 
Head  Coach  Tim  Johnson  recruited  more 
than  50  student-athletes  for  Avila’s  club 
season,  and  fielded  a team  that  turned  in  a 
4-2  record  against  similar  junior  varsity 
programs. 

Avila’s  first  win  came  against  Haskell 
Indian  Nations  University,  with  a score  of 
19-0.  With  the  win  came  campus  and  city- 
wide  exposure  of  the  program,  along  with 
a large  group  of  new  fans. 

Next  season,  Johnson  and  his  staff 
will  recruit  an  additional  50  student-ath- 
letes and  compete  on  the  varsity  scale  in

Avila's  First  Season  in  th 


With  the  first  season  of  competition  out  of  the  way  for  the 
fall  sports,  Avila  takes  a look  back  at  its  first  season  in 
the  Heart  of  America  Athletic  Conference  (HAAC). 
The  HAAC  is  one  of  the  premier  conferences  in  the  NAIA,  and 
the  competition  level  is  a step  up  from  Avila’s  previous  conference, 
the  Midlands  Collegiate  Athletic  Conference  (MCAC). 

While  the  trend  in  each  of  the  fall  sports  was  downward  com- 
pared to  the  1999  season,  one  factor  overrides  each  of  the  sports. 
The  HAAC  is  a stronger  conference  from  top  to  bottom. 

“We  could  have  days  where  we 
play  MCAC  opponents  and  have  a 
had  game,  hut  still  win.
